The Lockport-Utica canal project

brick” and a “ measu re that was next 
door neighbor to socialism.” 
The effect 
was to stimu late the 
Deneen forces to qu ick action. They 
laid the case before the governor, 
and the execu tive responded with a 
message that asked tin* legislatu re 
to order the sanitary district of Chi­ 
cago to open the locks between the 
old Illinois and Michigan canal and 
the drainage canal at Lock port.

After a vigorou s debate and sev­ 
eral votes the bill was advanced to 
third reading and may be called u p 
for final action today, bu t the proba­ 
bilities are that it. will not, as the 
su pporters of the measu re wish

strengthen their forces before pu t­ 
ting it to a vote. 
Primary Legislatio n. 
The sjib-committee of the 
senate 
appointed to draft a prim ary bill fin­ 
ished its labors and the bill was re­ 
ported into the senate by committee.

The proposition receiving the highest 
nu m ber of votes shall 
be declared 
carried. 
The hill changes the registration 
featu re of the old Oglesby act so as 
to provide that no legally qu alified 
voter » shall be deprived of his vote 
throu gh registration requ irements.

An'effort is being made by a n u m ­ 
ber of those interested in baseball 
and living in the cities in this neigh­ 
borhood to organize a new baseball 
leagu e, to comprise the towns 
of 
Dixon, Sterling, Morrison 
Rochelle, 
DeKalb, Sycamore and perhaps Men- 
dotft, 
Belvldere. Galena and 
some 
other neighboring cities. The plan is 
to plav fou r games a week, or two 
games a week in each of the cities in 
the leagu e. If only the first six places 
above named come in, that will give
